THIRTY UNARMED PEOPLE SLAIN 
‘BY MUSSULMANS. 


Several Priests, Women and Chil- 
dren Among the Victims—One of 
the Holy Men is Burned Alive 
After Losing Nose and Ears. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The daily News has a dispatch 
from Athens, which says: “At Anano- 
lis, Pedada, near Heraklion, in the 
Island of Crete, on Saturday a thou- 
sand armed Mussulmans butchered 
thirty unarmed Christians in the pre- 
cinct of St. John monastery. Several 
priests, women and children are among 
the victims: One woman was slaugh- 
tered for saving children, and her 
husband was butchered on her knees. 

“Several churches were desecrated, 
and a priest named Jeremiah had his 
ears and nose severed from his head 
and was then burned alive on a pile 
of sacred pictures.”

She soon 
revived, however, and was taken home 


by friends. 


A WASTED LIFE. 


Death of William H. Vallette at 
Kansas City. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 10.—William H. 
Vallette, formerly of Philadelphia, and 
who is said to have squandered within 
the past ten years a fortune of $250,000, 
left him by his grandfather, the late 
Henry Vallette of Cincinnati, died here 
yesterday in a boarding-house, where 
for several months he had been pro- 
vided for by friends. He died penniless. 
The deceased is said to have at one 
time been madly infatuated with Lil- 
lian Russell, and to have begun a 
downward career when the actress re- 
fused to longer recognize him, 

He finally drifted west to Colorado, 
where, during the miners riots at Bull 
Hill, he became a Pinkerton detective, 
and was badly wounded, after which 
he came to Kansas City. In his more 
prosperous days Dr. Vallette was 
prominent in Philadelphia society cir- 
cles. and was at one time commodore 
ot the Quaker City Yacht Club. 


WAR VESSELS ADRIFT. 


Heavy Damages Caused by an Acci- 
dent at a Drydock. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—An accident 
which caused upward of $100,000 dam- 
age occurred at the navy yards at 
‘Brooklyn Saturday night. The scene 
of the disaster was the drydock, built 
about seven years ago. A: wave caused 
by a passing steamer forced itself 
past the heavy caisson at the mouth of 
the drydock and capsized, throwing it 
into the dock and allowing the water 
to rush in, which is the cause of the 
damage. 

The force of the water caused the 
moorings of the torpedo-boat Ericsson 
to snap, and the boat was hurled 
againts the end of the dock, carrying 
away about twelve feet of the forward 
end of the boat. The monitor Puritan 
and Terror also broke their cables, but 
were not seriously injured. A court 
of inquiry will be held to determine 
who is responsible.

GEN. GRANT’S VIEWS. 


A Ringing Letter from His Son Fred 
D. Grant. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WR. 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Aug. 10.—In 
reply to a letter from Atty.-Gen. W. A. 
Ketcham of Indiana, Fred D. Grant 
has written as follows, under date of 
New York, August 7: 

My Dear Sir: Acknowledging receipt 
of your communication of August 4 in 
which you ask me as to the truth of 
a statement which is and has been 
going the rounds for years to the ef- 
fect that my father, Gen. Grant, at one 


he signed the coinage act of 1873 that 
the silver dollar was dropped from the 
coinage and that if he had known the 
fact he would have vetoed the bill. I 
hasten in reply to say that I fre- 
quently talked with my father upon 
the question of standard currency and 
that I never heard him intimate any 
such sentiment as is credited to him 
above. 

J am in receipt almost daily of let- 
ters similar to yours, inquiring as to 
whether my father made the statement 
attributed to him in the little book 
entitled ‘Coin.’ I can only say that he 
never intimated such a statement to 
me. In all his coversations with me he 
seemed to take the ground that it was 
a great misfortune to any country to 
have as the basis for their circulating 
medium any metal that had the least 
element of uncertainty about it, and 
that the workingmen when they col- 
lected their wages at the end of the 
week should be absolutely certain that 
there would be no question as to the 
value of the currency with which they 
had to supply their needs. From the 


the Resumption-of-specie-paying Act 
was passed, all his public announce- 
ments, and, so far as I know, all his 
private statements were aimed to se- 
cure a staple currency to the people of 
the United States. 

The Coinage Act of 1873 does not 
eliminate the silver dollar from the 
coinage. In fact, the Uniteg States 
has coined since then more silver dol- 
lars than has been coined. during the 
entire period of the natural existence 
before, and most of these coins were 
made during his lifetime. It is, there- 
fore, not probable that Gen. Grant ever 
said that he would have vetoed the 
Act of 1873 if he had Known that the 
silver dollar would be dropped from the 
coinage, and I would not believe anyone 
who said that he heard my father make 
such a remark.” 


THE WORLD’S INQUIRY. 


Wants Bryan to Explain His Views 
on the Platform.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The World 
will print tomorrow à four-column 
“open letter to Mr. Bryan,” asking him 
to define in his speech of acceptance his 
position on several planks in the Chi- 
cago platform.

SAN RAFAEL, Aug. 10.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Murderer Robert Kelly 
said he received a caller last evening 
whose company he does not care for. 
He stated that a ghost who visited 
him last night pointed out blood which 
the ghost had left on the walls of a 
haunted cell in the County Jail, and 


in the cell. Not content, he proceded 
to draw heavy chains across the stone 
floor, and deprived Kelly of his night’s 
rest. Kelly had a very dejected look 
this morning when Under Sheriff Han- 
non went through the jail, and on be- 
ing asked what was the matter, he 
described the ghost and its actions 
all through the night. 

Kelly is the fourth man who has 
stated that he saw a ghost. The cell 
that the ghost visited is one in which 
two suicides have taken place. One wes 
a Chinaman and the other a man named 
Argo, who was awaiting trial for lar- 


go to trial. When his companions were 


enjoying a night’s rest they heard a 


gurgling sound in his cell, and on the 
Sheriff reaching the cell he found the 
man dead, he having cut his throat. 
The walls of the steel cell were sprinkled 
with his blood that was pointed out to 
Kelly last night by Argo’s ghost, who, 
Kelly claims, said to him: “Look upon 
my innocent blood and think what in- 
jury can be done to an innocent man.” 
The first one who saw the ghost was 
Lee Doon, who was hanged two years 
‘ago for murder. Next was 
who tried to blow up Mrs. Bravo; and 


officers he could not possibly remain in 
the cell without going crazy. They re- 
fused to remove him, and Galzasia dug 
his way to freedom and has never been 
seen since. 

“Dutchy” Baker was the next victim 


| of the ghost. and he pleaded guilty to

Peck re- 
cently worked against Bryan, but has 
changed front, and assured Bryan that 
he will carry Wisconsin. 

At Valparaiso, Ind., at 1:45 o’clock 
this morning 1000 people were in wait- 
ing, about 150 carrying torches. There 
was music. Cheer after cheer greeted 
Bryan. At Columbia City, 129 miles out 
of Chicago, at 4:45 o’clock there were 
about fifty people at the depot. Bryan 
came out before the train started, and 
shook hands all around. When the train 
reached Fort Wayne, at 5:20 o’clock, 
there were probably 2500 people on the 
platform. Bryan was greeted cor- 
dially. To the request that he speak, 
he replied somewhat hoarsely that he 
expected to have a large audience in 
New York, and wanted to save some of 
his voice. 

SUFFICIENTLY INDEFINITE. . 
“Hurrah for the next President,” 
came a voice from the crowd.

SOFT AND CLINGING. 

VAN WERT (O.,) Aug. 10.—At Mon- 
roeville, the last town in Indiana, there 
was an enthusiastic crowd of 2500 peo- 
ple. When the train pulled into Van 
Wert, at 6:55 o’clock, there were 2000 
people assembled around the depot, 
whose cheers drowned the music of the 
band.

I 
am gratified that he is alive now to see 
the progress this cause has made, and I 
am not surprised that those among 
whom he lives are ready today to assert 
that this government is able to have 
a financial policy of its own, without 
the consent of any other nation on 
earth.”

Every foot of available space around 


the depot for a distance of two or three 
hundred feet was filled with scream- 
ing, gesticulating men and women, to 
the number of five or six thousand. A 
movable platform was carried by men 
and women to the front end of the car, 
and the crowd shouted frantically until 
Bryan came forth and mounted it. 
James P. Seward of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee introduced him. Bryan said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: I esteemit a 
privilege to stand in the home of the 
Senator who is more responsible for the 
present financial policy of this country 
than any living man in it. (Loud 
cheers.) I beg you, without detracting 
from his high honors and from his 
great personal worth, to consider the 
financial policy presented by the Demo- 
cratic platform and decide for your- 
selves whether our policy is better for 
vou and for your own interests than 
the policy so ably supported by your 
townsman.

EXCITED AMAZEMENT. 


A Smali-sized Riot at Pittsburg 
Over the BOy.““ 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Aug. 10.--As the 
train neared this city traveling 
through handsome suburban residence 
districts of Economy, Sewickley and 
Emsworth, the dwellers in nearly ail of 
the beautiful homes were in their d3ors 
waving their handkerchiefs. 

The meeting in this city haz proven 
a fitting cap-sheaf of the day's tri- 
umphs. It has excited the amaz*ment 
of the people of Pittsburgh and the 
joy that it has afforded Bryan and his 
redoubtable “Silver Dick“ has mani- 
fested itself in their beaming features 
since they struck the city limits. The 
exceptionally long train on the Penn- 
sylvania Central through which it was 
almost impossible to traverse during 
the last hundred miles because of the 
numerous committees and enthusiasts 
who had boarded and spread them- 
selves out over the conveyances, ran 
to the Pittsburgh depot at 6:30 o'clock. 
It was immediately surrounded by 
acres and acres of frantic people. 

When Bryan emerged from the train, 
in spite of the efforts of the large lo- 
cal committee to carry out its pro- 
gramme, the crowd. closed around him, 
and it was a free-for-all fight from 
that time on fer every person in the 
Bryan party except Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan and Mr. and Mrs. Bland. When 
they entered their carriages the re- 
lentless throng closed around them and 
seemed to bear them along with it. 

Along the various streets traveled no 
available space could be discerned. 
Every foot of ground along the way 
Was occupied by the enthusiasts. When 
the Central Hotel was reached @ cor- 
don of police was stationed at the 
main entrance and formed a narrow 
passage-way leading to the steircase. 
No one was allowed to tread upon it 
except he could show unmistakable 
credentials. There were police on the 
stairs, in the halls, at the dining-room 
door and everywhere else where men 
and women might seek to go and even 
at the door of Bryan’s room. While 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan were supping with 
a committee of ladies and gentlemen 
the streets resounded with the contin- 
uous clamor from the thousands of 
throats. Many marching clubs pierced 
the stubborn crowds amid showers of 
pyrotechnics and a roar that would 
have rivaled Niagara's thunders. 

The evening meeting had an- 
nounced to occur at 8 o'clock the 
Grand Operahouse and the Avenue 
Theater. kindred halls side by side, 
and owned by the same parties. Such 
halls will seat between 2500 and 3000 
and meetings were to be held in each.

the entire street in front of these struc- 
tures was packed full along the entire 
block. and after the doors had been 
opened, and the structures were filled, 
the crowd outside had suffered little 
apparent diminution. 

About one hundred policemen were 
on duty at the various en trances, and 
in the course of the early evening 
there was an incipient riot, in which 
one person was severely beaten, and 
some of the officers had their brass 
buttons torn off. 

When Mr. and Mrs, Bryan and mem- 
bers of their party rode around the 
hotel, and entered the first, both of 
them were packed to their full stand- 
ing-room capacity, and it is said that 
half who applied had not been ad- 
mitted, The crowd lingered outside in 
noisy but peaceful disappointment, 
singing, cheering and burning red fire, 
and a tolerable rain soon after 
the speaking began diminished it but 
little. the street re full until 
the meetings closed. 

At the first meeting Bryan was in- 
troduced by James Mills, edtior of the 
Pittsburgh Post, and spoke as follows: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, fellow-citi- 
zens: I thought it might be necessary 
in coming toward the East to bring a 
few of our people to keep up the en- 
thusiasm while I presented the truths 
set forth in the Democratic platform. 
(Loud cheering.) But after I have seen 
a few audiences like this I wondered 
whether I might not take back a few 
of you to set an example of enthusiasm 
to the people of the West. (Laughter 
and cheers.) There is no more Wild 
West;’ it is the ‘Wild East.“ (Tremen- 
dous cheering and cat-calls.)“ 

A voice. You are a brick. (Cheers 
and renewed laughter.) 

Bryan resuming, said: “I am not ex- 
pected to enter into a discussion of. the 
issues of the campaign because it is 
not considerate to discuss the campaign 
—at least, for a candidate to do so— 
until he has been formally notified of 
the nomination.” 

A voice with a Hibernian accent. The 
people knows about it. (Laughter and 
cheers.) 

Bryan continued: “Therefore I am 
going to leave to those who come after 
me the discussion of such questions as 
may be pertinent at this time, and I 
shall simply thank you for this ex- 
traordinary and unexpected manifesta- 
tion of interest. When I left home I 
told them that I was coming upon a 
campaign in what was now considered 
the enemy’s country and which we 
hoped—(a voice interrupting, ‘“‘Go East, 
young man; go East;” laughter and 
cheers)—but which we hoped would 
be our country before the campaign 
closed. (“Right, Right,“ and applause.) 
Therefore I have been more than grate- 
ful to find that it was not necessary 
to open the campaign in the East, it 
has already been opened there. But I 
shall promise you this, that in the 
progress of this campaign, not a single 
private in the ranks will stand nearer 
to the enemy’s guns than he in whose 
hands is the standard. (Cheers.) 

“We are prepared to defend our plat- 
form. It presents, as we believe, these 
policies which are for the best interests 
of all people, and we are not terrified 
because our enemies have sought to 
apply to us epithets and hard names 
when they find it impossible to oppose 
the positions which we have taken. 
( Applause.) 

They shall not be permitted to put 
us in the attitude of opponents to gov- 
ernment, but we shall show them that 
there is a difference between defend- 
ing a government and defending the 
vicious legislation inaugurated by the 
government for private ends. (Tre- 
mendous cheering.) Andrew Jackson, 
‘the man than whom there never was a 
braver, truer Democrat, has expressed 
it well in these words: There are no 
necessary evils in government; its evils 
exist only in its abuses, It is true, my 
friends, that which we attack is the 
abuses of the government and not the 
government itself. 

ONLY ONE ISSUE. 

“My friends, in this campaign, there 
is only one great issue, If that is set- 
tled it will not give us government 
perfect in all its details, but that one 
question must be settled first before 
other questions can be settled. A na- 
tion that is not able to adopt its own 
financial policy is too impotent to legis- 
late on any question where the people 
are concerned, (Cheers.) We do not 
say that our opponents are insincere; 
we do not say that they are less honest 
than we, but we do say that when they 
attempt to say to the American people 


that we must be dependent.upon the | 


legislative act of some other govern- 
ment, we say it matters not how hon- 
est they may be, we dare not entrust 
legislation in their hands. (Loud 
cheers.) 

“T have said that in this contest we 


have a repetition of the contest of 1776, 


and in this campaign, as in that, a line 
will be drawn between the patriot and 
the tory, and when I say it, I do not say 
it, my friends, to criticise the man who 
says this nation is not great enough to 
legislate for its own people. He believes 
it honestly, and I call your attention to 
the fact that in the struggles of our 
forefathers for liberty there were those 
who honestly believed that we ought 
to continue in this land the political 
supremacy of Great Britain. (Loud 
cheers.) In this they were but mistaken; 
and if you go to the cemeteries you will 
find no monument erected by a grateful 
people to commemorate the names of 
those who thought English domination 
should cntinue, 

There are people today who believe 
that this nation is not strong enough to 
legislate for our people and there are 
people who honestly believe that an at- 
tempt to do so would bring distress and 
many evils. We may respect their hon- 
esty, but must we enter into a life-and- 
death struggle with them because we 
assert here that the financial domina- 
tion by a foreign power is dangerous to 
the liberty of the people as political 
domination. (Cheers.) But I must not 
talk. (Cries of “Go on; yes, you must; 
yes, go on.“) 

“T desire to thank you for the inter- 
est you have shown in the very begin- 
ning of this campaign. I have no fear 
that your interest will be allowed to 
die—not a bit.” 

HIS SECOND EFFORT. 

At the meeting in the Avenue Thea- 
ter, Bryan was introduced by Joseph 
Holley, chairman of the Democratic 
Country Central Committee. He was 
received with great applause, and said 
in part: “I do not consider the en- 
thusiasm which has been manifested 
all along the road has aught in it of 
a personal nature. It simply proves 
that respect which the people feel for 
those who stand in positions of au- 
thority, or stand before the people as 
candidates for those positions.“ 

After referring to the spirit with 
which Americans enter into their po- 
litical campaigns, he added: 

“We are entering upon a gn 
which will exceed in interest and in- 
tensity any campaign through which 
we have nassed. I see before me the 
faces of young men—young men who, 
like myself. have grown up since the 
war. We have been fighting those war 
auestion, and too often the bitterness 
of a auarter of a century has lingered 
to cloud our judgment, and to darken 
our understanding. But we have 
reached a new era. We have come upon 
a period when all war questions are 
settled. and when the people come face 
to face with great industrial prob- 
lems, when people come face to face 
with great economic questions. Every 
political question must. if it remains 
before the vublic long, be based upon 
economic truths, and every economic 
question is at last a moral question, 
a auestion of right or wrong, and no 


it has been settled upon the basis 
of what is right.

(Laughter.) 

When I see a person who says it is’ 
too deep for the people, I find some one 
who says it is just about deep enough 
for him.

0 
question is too deep for the American 
people, (great applause) and seventy 
million people are acting as a great jury 
must finally decide, and they alone can 
decide every public question. (Applause.) 

“I read the other day in a little pam- 
phiet sent by some of the advocates of; 
the gold standard who call themselves 
advocates of sound money, and it con- 
tained this paragraph, that all of the 
financiers and capitalists, the only peo- 
ple who are competent to express an 
opinion on the subject, are in favor of 
the gold standard. (Great applause and 
laughter.) The first appeared in an ar- 
ticle in the Forum, written by a.distin-

My friends, it is the principle of 
the broadest Democracy that these 
questions must be settled by the com- 
mon people and that this government 
has never created a particular class to 
legislate for others. (Tremendous ap- 
plause.) 

Now, my friends, we are not preach- 
ing a new doctrine; we are not preach- 
ing a new idea. We are simply assert- 
ing that the principles that underlie 
this government should apply to new 
conditions as they arise, and that you 
can find out what ought to be done by 
measuring every proposed public act 
by the proposition contained in the Dec- 
laration of Independence and by the 
2 of the Constitution, which is 

ased upon that declaration. 

“That ig all we ask. We simply mean 
this, that when. we go. to legislate. the 
government, the government shall know 
no distinctions; that there shall be 
known by the government no di 
between men because of birth, 
of position in society,.ar becaus 
the manner in which they wérship God. 

“That is the substance of that decla- 
ration. That is the substance of the 
Constitution. And those principles 
must underlie our government while it 
continues in its present form. You as 
citizens have a right to speak upon this 
subject. I care not what your past 
party connections may have been. Party 
is but an instrument by which the citi- 
zen serves his country. You tell me you 
owe something to your party; I tell you 
that your party owes a higher duty to 
you than you can owe to it. (Great ap- 
plans) I would not say one word that 
would lessen the esteem which any one 
of you may have for the achievements 
of the y to which you have be- 
longed, but I say that such parties can- 
not Hive upon the past. Parties must 
face the present. Parties must be pre- 
pared to meet and solve every issue as 
it arises, and the party which does not 
care enough to meet an issue is not 
enough to govern the United States. 
(Great applause.) 

Parties do not make issues; issues 


make and unmake parties (Great ap- 


plause and cries of Right you are.“) 
An issue has arisen, It was forced 
upon this people. For twenty years it 
has been growing, and during the last 
three years its growth has been more 
rapid than in any three years before. 


This issue was presented to the Ameri- | 


can people, The Republican party met 
in convention. It had its opportunity. 
When Abraham Lincoln was the idol 
of the Republican party, the party was 
willing to meet the issues’ of the day.

money and that money is cornered, you 
are at the mercy of those who are 
managing the corner.

“The mine-owners are the only peo- 
ple who produce silver just as the gold 
mine-owners are the only people Who 
produce gold. (Tremendous appl se 
and great cheering.) The silver, wien 
produced, is of no use to the man who 
produces, until he either exchanges it 
for money or converts it into money 
Zor his own use, and the moment he 
brings that silver from the mine and 
converts it into money, that money is 
in use to buy the commodities pro- 
duced by the toilers of this country. 


And-until that money is 
brought into existence, there is no 
money to buy. things which people pro- 
duce.

week ending August 10 is issued by the

The average temperature for the week 
yas as follows for the Weather Bureau 
tations named: Eureka, 60 deg.; 
Fresno, 78; Los Angeles, 68; Red Bluff, 


78: Sacramento, 72; San Francisco, 58; 


‘Red Bluff, 5 deg.; Sacramento, 


San Diego, 68. As compared with the 
normal temperatures there were heat 
deficiencies: Fresno, Los Angeles = 
an 
Francisco and San Diego, 2 deg., while 
Eureka has an excess of heat over nor- 
mal of 4 deg. There was no rainfall, 
which is the normal condition for the 
entire State at this season of the year. 

Fruit is fast ripening and is being 
shipped, canned and dried. The ship- 
ments during the week were larger than 
at any other time during this season. 
The grain harvest is about over and, 


generally speaking, most excellent re- 


ports are given; that is the yield 
averages well, as compared with other 
years. The cool and pleasant weather 
has been good for workers in the vine- 
yards and orchards, as well as the har- 
vest fields. There is still unusually 
heavy dew reported from the wheat and 
fruit districts of the State, which is det- 
rimental to grain-threshing early in the 
mornings, and is injurious to fruit-dry- 
ing, as it discolors and thereby detracts 
from its selling qualities. Hop-picking 
will begin in a few days, but as prices 
very low, there will not be a full 
crop picked. om 
The highest temperature reported was 
101 deg. at Lime Kiln, Tulare county, 
and the lowest 42 deg. at Yreka, Siski- 
you county.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—O. W. 
Winthrop, who is accused of kidnapping 
James Campbell, an aged Hawaiian 
millionaire, was caught in Oakland this 
morning and brought to this city. Ever 
since Winthrop’s, disappearance San 
Francisco officers have watched the 
house of one of Winthrop’s friends at 
the corner of Sixteenth street and Tele- 
graph avenue, Oakland, This morning, 
at 11 o’clock, Detectives Cody and 
Samuels saw an old man wearing green 
glasses and hobbling with a cane, ap- 
proaching the house. They stopped him 
and questioned him. The man said his 
name was Al Brunson of San José, and 
he was visiting his sister in Oakland. 
Cody, however, recognized Winthrop in 
spite of the disguise, and the fact that 
Winthrop had shaved off his mustache 
and side-whiskers. He was brought 
immediately to San Francisco, and 
taken to the City Hall, where he was 
questioned by the police. 

To a reporter Winthrop protested his 
inuocence of any crime, and said the 
affair was the greatest hoax on record. 
Immediately on his arrival here Win- 
throp sent for an attorney, who advised 
him to make no statement, and accord- 
ingly the accused man would not talk. 
When arrested in Oakland clippings 
containing newspaper accounts of 
Campbell’s adventures were found in 
his pockets, and $60 in gold was con- 
cealed in his clothing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Maj. Dun- 
woody, the weather forecaster, scanned 
the map tonight in vain for a pros- 
pect of relief from the terrible heat un- 
der which the country has been swel- 
tering for the past week. It was 
slightly cooler in the Ohio Valley, and 
the lower lake region was given a 
slight breathing spell by thunder- 
storms. The temperature has also fal- 
len slightly in the Mississippi Valley, 
the mercury today registering but 92 
deg., as against 98 at St. Louis and Chi- 
cago yesterday. 

But on the prairies of Nebraska and 
Kansas and to the southward along the 
Gulf, humanity struggled to exist at 
100 deg. The Atlantic Coast, as far as 
Boston, showed very high temperatures, 
At the latter place it was 96 deg., 
which was also the maximum at Atlan- 
tic City. The same temperature ex- 
isted at Albany. There was no pros- 
pect for relief in this locality tomorrow. 
Away up in the extreme Northwest, 
in the Rockies, however, Maj. Dun- 
woody saw a ray of hope. The barom- 
eter had risen there today and had fal- 
len in the lower central valleys and the 
lake region. If these high and low 
areas develop, the hot spell will be 
broken. 

“But even that is two days away,” 
re a weather sharp, as he shook his 
head. 

The temperature here today was not 
as high as yesterday, the maximum be- 
ing 93 as against 98 deg. There was one 
death and six prostrations. 


. ONE HUNDRED DEATHS. 


Frightfal Mortality Caused in

all day, the sound of their gongs be- 
coming familiar. Street-car horses 
have dropped in the tracks by scores. 
Out-of-door work has been largely sus- 
pended and many factories are tempo- 
rarily closed. 

Last night was the hottest of the 
summer, the climax of the present 
torrid spell and one of the hottest 
known in the city for years. The 
morning brought no relief and at 8 
o’clock in the morning the thermome- 
ter stood at 82 deg., or five degrees 
higher than at the same hour Sun- 
day, but as the humidity was less in- 
tense than on the preceding day there 
was less discomfort in the atmosphere. 
Early in the morning there was but 50 
per cent. of humidity which is rather 
below the normal. The maximum tem- 
perature, 90 deg., was reached at 4 
o’clock. These readings were taken on 
top of the highest buildings in the city. 
Street temperature taken in the shade 


was 86 deg. at 9 a. m., rose to 97 at 11, 
to 99 at 1 p. m., to 102 at 4 p. m., and had 
fallen to 92 and further dropped to 89 at 
9 p.m. Suffering has been most in- 
tense in the tenement section, where 
poor people are unable to get breathing 
space. In these sections the charitable 
organizations have had their hands full, 
many infants and children succumbing 
to sunstroke. 

The hospitals are obliged to call on 
the police department to aid them in 
responding to calls as their ambulances 
could not cope with the number of 
cases reported. So police-patrol wagons 
were pressed into service to carry heat 
victims to the ‘hospitals. Many other 
wagons were used to carry away dead 
and disabled animals. 

At midnight there was no relief from 
the strain of the past week and on 
thousands of roofs in the city dwellers 
were trying to get sleep. The revised 


4+ list of the deaths today from the heat

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Although the 
sky was overcast with clouds, there 
was little apparent relief at noon today 
from the intense heat which prevailed 
without intermission last week.

THE MILWAUKEE STORM. 


Swept Down on the City with an 
Awfal Roar. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 10.—At midnight 
last night a tornado passed over the 
city, coming from the west. There was 
little warning of its approach. The 
storm swept down on the city with an 
awful roar, blinding flashes of lightning 
and terrific rolls of thunder. The wind 
carried in its wake signs and awnings 
and there was a rattling of falling glass 
and cries from the people rushing along 
to escape its fury. Those in high build- 
ings saw the force of the storm in all 
of its intensity. 

On the bay the excursion steamer 
Bloomer Girl, which plies between here 
and Whitefish Bay, was believed to 
have foundered, as it was known she 
had started on her return trip just be- 
fore the storm broke. There were three 
hundred men, women and children on 
board and they were panic-stricken, 
many of the women fainting. 

The fact that the steamer was packed 
undoubtedly prevented a disaster, for 
the passengers were obliged to refhain 
as they were. If the crowd had been 
smaller there would have been a rush 
to either side and the steamer would 
have capsized. The waves dashed high 
over the vessel, but she plowed her way 
pluckily into port, arriving at midnight. 
The wind swung one of the bridges in 
the river open and a street car, pretty 
well filled, narrowly escaped going over 
into the draw. 

Alarm is felt for a number of small 
boats that were on the bay, and as soon 
as the storm had spent its fury several 
tugs started out, but were unable to 
see any vessel or boat in distress. The 
glass in many buildings was blown out 
and several structures were unroofed in 
the outskirts of the town. As far as 
known there has been no loss of life, al- 
though it is impossible to learn anything 
from sections remote, as the wires are 
down, and nothing can be received from 
points in the interior of the State, where 
it is likely the worst effects of the tor- 
nado were experienced. A number of 
cellars in the southern district of the 
city were flooded and much property 
was damaged.

The continued heat has greatly af- 
fected police patrolmen and the letter- 
carriers.

The Commercial Egg, Size, etc. 


(J. R. Megahan, Lincoln, Neb., in Cali- 
fornia Poultry Tribune) While endea- 
voring to throw some light on the sub- 
jectof poultry culture we speak from 
practical experience, and not from the- 
ory or hearsay. And when we stand back 
while so many poultrymen and wri- 
ters discuss the topic of which breed 
will give the most eggs in a given 
time; or, what breed of fowls will prove 
most satisfactory as an _ all-purpose 
fowl, we wonder why the proper solu- 
tion is seldom, if ever, given. 
Because I have Brown Leghorns 
with individual records of 222 eggs in a 
twelve-month, does not imply that this 
breed shouldbe given first place as an 
egg - producing breed. However, we be- 
lieve and know that the close student 
has in this breed such material as will 
enable him or her to attain wonderful 


egg producing. There is much pleasure 
and some money derived from the 
breeding of poultry as viewed from the 
fancier’s standpoint; but we believe 
there is more lasting enjoyment and 
a whole lot more money derived from 
the commercial side of the enterprise. 
Why not, then, endeavor to arrive at 
the best possible mode of obtaining 
best results? 

I herewith give my mode of build- 
ing up a strain of layers, or one in- 
tended as a general-purpose fowl; re- 
membering, however, that when you 
strive for many qualifications in a sin- 
gle breed you retard or stunt some 
particular quality in so doing. If you 
wish to produce a phenomenal laying 
strain of Light Brahmas or P. Rocks 
you must surely do so at the expense 
of size. 

To go back to my subject of pro- 
ducing Leghorns intended especially 
as layers. We select eggs from two 
or three-year-old hens which have 
proved among the very best of my 
flock as layers; these eggs are gathered 
before the animal heat has been al- 
lowed to escape and put under hens 
already awaiting to receive them. Tak- 
ing it for granted that the parent stock 
is strong and vigorous these eggs will 
hatch in eighteen or nineteen days, 
and will give you such vigor and 
stamina with which to start your 
chicks as you will be able to obtain in 
no other way. In this way you give 
the chick in its embryotic state the only 
fair chance of making the proper kind 
of start toward filling the egg basket 
when arriving to maturity. Symme- 
try and other standard requirements 
need not to be overlooked when striv- 
ing for an ideal layer. While we do 
not advocate large size in Leghorns by 


‘| bringing in foreign blood from Part- 


ridge Cochins or other large breeds, yet, 
we believe that by breeding from the 
fittest of survivors, using none but 
fresh eggs, you will be enabled to keep 
your flock above the average in size 
and general characteristics. 

To those of you who have never tried 
the warm, fresh eggs for incubation 
there is in store for you such a treat 
as greets the eye and ear of this scribe 
even as he now writes, by feasting his 
eyes on dozens of downy balls enjoy- 
ing chickhood without a murmur or 
complaint of any kind. 

Going back to Brahmas or Plymouth 
Rocks you can breed them as large as 
geese if you will select your largest 
and most fully-matured females. even 
though they be a little coarse and long 
in back; mate to males even under- 
size, though symmetrical and active; 
use eggs in such matings as you would 
in others, and you May raise to matur- 
ity birds so far superior to parent stock 
that you will scarcely believe your own 
eyes. Try a sitting’ or two, if not con- 
venient for more, and note the result. 
A large percentage of all eggs are lain 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 12 
m., so your time will be taxed only part 
of the day in securing’ the eggs for 
hatching.

be energetically rubbed and kneaded 
several times a day When the pores 
become distended and fine, invisible 
dust in che air enters and clogs and 
blackens them. Mere ordinary face- 
washing, even when warm water and 
soap are used is not sufficient to re- 
move this dirt in the pores, but the 
vigorous acid of the lemon will cleanse 
a carry off all such unsightly 
blemishes. 

In the West Indies a lemon bath is 
almost a daily luxury. Three or four 
limes or lemons are sliced into the 
water, which is drawn half an hour be- 
fore using, so that the fruit juice may 
have a chance to-permeate it, and the 
deliciousness of such tubbing must be 
felt to be appreciated. The sense of 
cleanliness and fresshness it gives, the 
suppleness and smoothness it imparts 
to the skin is an experience not soon 
forgotten. 

Half a teaspoonful of the juice of the 
lemon squeezed into a glass of water 
and used for brushing the teeth gives 
the mouth the same feeling of cleanli- 
ness that the lemon bath gives to the 
skin. It is particularly grateful when 
sickness renders the mucus and sali- 
vatory excretions of the mouth un- 
pleasant. Not more than half a tea- 
spoonful should be used, as a powerful 
acid is bad for the enamel, but on ocea- 
sions the proportions may be increased, 
as lemon is an active deodorizer, and 
will remove the smell of onions or to- 
bacco from the mouth. 

As a hair wash and tonic it has no 
rival. For the former purpose a large, 
juicy lemon should be cut in half, the 
head dipped into a bowl of water, from 
which the chill only must be removed, 
and the water made of the same tem- 
perature as the air—and the lemon 
rubbed and sqeezed vigorously among 
the roots and along the length of the 
hair. Soak and rub the head well in 
this bath, and then rinse thoroughly in 
fresh water of the same temperature.

CALIFORNIA CLUB. 


Its Luxurious New Home For- 
mally Opened Yesterday. 


ception and Design. 


Exquisite Details Blended into an 
Harmonious Whole — Tempting 
Rooms for Lounging, Reading 
and Gaming—Cafe and Kitchen. 


which adequately describes the new 
home of the California Club, upon 
which has been lavished the best that 
good taste could dictate, or money 
could procure. For over three years 
the officers of the club have been plan- 
ning the details of the beautiful rooms 
which are just now ready for use, and 
every idea has been so faithfully car- 
ried out by the skilled decorators 
that all the wealth of exquisite detail 
blends without a jarring note in either 
color or design into the harmonious 
whole, 

The entire fifth floor of the new Wil- 
cox Block. corner of Spring and Second 
streets, is occupied by the clubrooms, 
and the arrangement of every part is 
such as to put a premium on advanced 
epicureanism., A royal prisoner might 


natural ife, and never feel the need of 
friction with the outside world. 
When the elevator stops at the top 
landing, the visitor steps out upon the 
softest of velvet carpets in a little 
vestibule, finished with carved antique 
oak. A staircase winds down on the 
south side, the oaken balustrade giv- 
ing the finishing touch to the quaint 
little landing. On the south is the 
reception hall, and here is found the 
keynote to the theme of color which 
prevails throughout the club. All the 
woodwork is of white cedar, hand-pol- 
ished to an exquisite satin finish, and 
the prevailing tone of color is a soft, 
dull olive. The walls, which all have 
the artistic rough surface that makes 
all decoration possible, are tinted with 
olive. and the ceilings are done in a 
lighter shade of the same color, with a 
design in fresco forming an effective 
frieze. The entrance doors are of the 
cedar, paneled and beaded, the whole 
upper portion being made of tiny panes 
of cut-glass, set in copper after a 
most artistic design, which shows to 
the best advantage the thickness and 
brilliancy of the heavy, beveled glass. 
In this reception hall, the visitor finds 
easy chairs, and settees of carved wood, 
where he may rest for a few minutes 
and take in the beauty all about him. 


All sound is deadened by the thick, soft 


carpet, in which a few touches of dull 
blue relieve the darker olive. Every- 
thing has the restfulness of harmony. 
At either end, heavy draperies shut 
off the card-room and library, and just 
opposite is the office, where gather the 
powers that be. Here is the safe, and 


the telephone closet. and the massive 


desk behind which sits the manager. It 
is the only room which contains even 
“a suggestion of business, and even here 
the official air is modified by the ar- 
tistic fittings which harmonize with 
those in the reception hall. | 

A bit down the hall another door 
leads into the waiting-room, provided 
especially for visitors who may be un- 
familiar with the club. Here the deco- 
rations also harmonize with those of 


| the hall from which the room opens. A 


table of polished mahogany stands in 
the. center. and a writing desk in one 
corner, while easy chairs occupy every 
available nook, A large double window 
looks out upon Spring street, and over 
the hills, a view which is made possible 

by the height of the building. 
Sweeping aside the draperies at the 
south end of the reception hall, the 
visitor steps into the library, which is 
placed at the quietest corner of the 
building. Here, absolute silence is en- 
joined that the literary efforts and 
meditations of those seated at the 
writing-desks, and in the great leather 
chairs, may not be disturbed. Part 
of the room is but a continuation of 
the hall. senarated from the central di- 
vision by a broad band of parqueterie, 
and the heavy portiere. A line of beau- 
tiful cedar pillars marks the division 
between this ante-room and the library 
In the ante-room a large book- 


bound up in encyclopedias, but except 
for periodicals, the rest of the library 
is rich in everything but books. The 
entire south end of the room is filled 
up with bookcases, built in on either 
side of the mantel, but the polished 
shelves are yet to fill.

and is a work of art with its beautifully 
finished paneling and ading. Cata- 
lina serpentine has been used for the 
tiling, and the dark-hued marble con- 
trasts most éffectively with the silvery 
sheen of the wood. 

In the center of the room stands a 
huge oak tables, piled with periodicals, 
and smaller tables, laden with match- 
safes and ash-receivers, are scattered 
conveniently about the room, within 
easy reach of those who seek to tran- 
quillize their minds with the aid of my 
Lady Nicotine. Two oak writing desks 
are placed in convenient corners, and 
a wire stand holds a ponderous 
dictionary for the benefit of let- 
ter writers whose recollections of 
the spelling book have been dimmed 
by time.

In the 
evening this ideal library is brilliant 
with gas and electricity, the glittering 
chandeliers trying to outshine the in- 
numerable candelabra and single in- 
candescent lights which are placed in 
every nook. 

Going again through the reception 
hall, and past the portieres at the 
other end, the lounger in search of 
amusement strolls into the card-room, 
built upon the same design as the 
library, with the line of cedar pillars. 
Here, there is distinctly a Moorish cast 
to the decoration. The carpet displays 
rich, dim colors in tiny arabesque de- 
signs, and the frieze upon the olive- 
tinted walls shows a delightful dash of 
barbaric color as a relief to the pre- 
vailing neutral tints. Small card- 
tables, topped with the traditional 
green baigze, stand ready for the 
players, and the little smoking stands 
and great leather chairs finish an ideal 
equipment fora room designed for mas- 
culine comfort and pleasure. 

Only a line of rarqueterie separates 
the card-room from the lounging-room. 
This is large and luxurious, nearly cir- 
cular in shape and finished after the 
style of the First Empire, in the most 
delicious dull blues. The rich Wilton 
carpet shows a tangle of conventional- 
ized leaves in gobelin blue upon a 
darker ground, and the most delicate 
shading of the same subtle color ap- 
pears upon the walls and ceiling, fres- 
coed in a lighter tint in a design that 
adds to the circular appearance of the 
room. windows give air and 
sunshine, and a delightful view, and 


self in the matter of luxurious divans, 
tete-a-tetes and lounging chairs. 

The loungers who occupy these chairs 
need not lack for amusement, for this 
beautiful circular room is a sort of 
stopping place between the card room 
on one side and the billiard room on 
the other. The lounging room is in the 
northeast corner of the building, and 
opens on the eastern side into the 
spacious billiard room. This is designed 
in Italian rococo style, and is done in 
cool, creamy tints that blend delight- 
fully with the white cedar. More pil- 
lars of this delicately-finished wood 
separate the billiard room from the 
north corridor, which runs the whole 
length of the building, and offers an 
excellent opportunity for those who 
have formed the habit of pacing up and 
down to indulge in their favorite pas- 
time. 

Two pool tables and one billiard table 
of standard size and the best make, 
form the centers of attraction to those 
who pride themselves upon their play- 
ing, and a raised platform which runs 
along the side of the room, is furnished 
with chairs for the men who prefer to 
look on at the games. The tables are 
made of natural mahogany, beautifully 
carved and polished, and the fittings 
are of the best. A new device on the 
pool tables drops the balls from the 
pockets into a basket below, so that the 
trouble of gathering them up is done 
away with. The cues are the best made, 


with the woodwork of the room. 

Interesting to many of the members 
is the small room which is tucked in 
between the billiard-room and the din- 
ing-room. This is the wine-room, fitted 
up with everything that the heart of 
bibulous man can desire. A large case 
holds the champagne, and another is 
for all sorts of beverages to be placed 
on ice. Tall racks and -shelves are 
piled high with bottles, and all zinc- 
lined cases hold many boxes bf fragrant 
cigars. From this repository of liquid 
joys, both the billiard-room and th 
café can easily be served. 2 

The gem of the whole place is the 
dining-room, made in two divisions, of 
which the smaller can be used as a 
café for ladies and a banquet- room, 
while the larger part serves as the reg- 
ular club dining-room. The walls are 
wainscoted seven feet high with panels 
of white cedar, and only a deep frieze 
of dull-blue, frescoed with a darker 
shade, divides the wainscot from the 
ce , entirely of cedar, and 
marked into squares by heavy cedar 
beams. The whole place glitters with 
incandescent lights, of which there are 
109 in this room alone, The candelabra 
and all metal fittings are finished’ in 
frosted silver. The sideboards, glitter- 
ing with cut-glass and silver, are of 
carved antique oak. The carpet is a 
body brussels of gobelin blue, and forms 
an effective background for the tables 
covered with snowy linen. Windows are 
many and large, for light and air are 
among the first requisites of the club, 
and the view from them is one of the 
best in the city. These rooms seat 250 
people and can either be separated or 
thrown into one. ; 

Across the hall from the dining-room 
is the serving-room, where everything 
is made ready for the table. Here is a 
large refrigerator, and a steam plate- 
warmer of gigantic size. The storage- 
room opens from this, and contains 
many shelves filled with dishes. The 
steward’s room is also in this division. 
All the floors of this part of the estab- 
lishment are of cement, and the walls 
are tinted with terra cotta. 

The kitchen is where the really im- 
portant work of the club is done, and 
here reigns the chef, with his three as- 
sistant cooks, a dishwasher and a scul- 
lion. Every appliance known to mod- 
ern comfort aids the chef in producing 
his masterpieces. The great double 
range has a capacity for cooking food 
to supply 500 people at once, and the 
boiler gives a supply of 1200 gallons of 
water an hour. 

Going on, the vegetable-room is seen, 
with its bountiful stock of all things 
needful, and the servants’ dining-room. 
The great refrigerator opens from a 
small corridor, and the air inside seems 
to have come from the Arctic zone. 
Overhead is a chamber which holds five 
tons of ice, and inside the ice-room 
itself is ample room for all the meat 
and game used in the dining-room of 
the club. 

Leaving the culinary department, 
the housekeeping rooms begin, the 
linen closets and blanket room, and 
a small chamber allotted to the house- 
keeper. Then comes a long, narrow 
hall, finished in terra cotta, and on 
either side are arranged the bedrooms, 
singly and en suite, ten in all. Each 
is equipped with à roomy clothes 
closet and a bathroom with porcelain 
tub and tiled floor. All the hardware 
is of bronze, and the plumbing is done 
after the most approved fashion. The 
bedrooms are light and airy and make 
the most cheerful of luxurious bache- 
lor quarters, having every comfort 
and convenience possible to provide. 

Altogether, the new home of the club 
seems eminently likely to fulfill the 
longings of Secretary Hicks, who 


signed especially to prevent its -be-

THE GREAT NEW YORK CLERGY- 
MAN AND EDITOR 


On Populism, Silver Monometallism, 
Socialism, Bryan, Altgeld and 
Company—He Calls a Spade a 
Spade. 


The Times recently referred to 
the stand tthe leading clergymen 
are taking in regard to the po- 
litical crisis, and mentioned Rev. Dr. 
Theodore L. Cuyler, one of the most 
influential Prohibitionists in the 
country, whose letters are read weekly 
by millions of Americans. Since we 
called attention to his stand on the 
important question of the day, we have 
received his last letter, published in 
the New York Evangelist, and now give 
the following extracts: 

“The political conflict in which we 
are now engaged is one in which the 
moral elements enter so largely that— 
just as in the crisis of 1860—religious 
people and the religious press are sum- 
moned to an active part. I am not 
surprised that most of the leading re- 
ligious journals, in all denominations, 
do not hesitate to speak out boldly 
against the ruthless attempts to debase 
both the nation’s currency and its 
financial honor, to tamper with its 
judiciary, to overthrow its civil re- 
form, to create hostility between the 
rich and the poor, and to put Popu- 
lism into power. The utterances of a 
few religious journals sadden me. One 
of them in defending the free coinage 
of silver admits that it will drive out 
gold, and thus it becomes silver mono- 
metallism. The editor also declares 
that it will give us ‘cheapér money.’ 
That really signifies cheat money; for 
it will force its fifty-cent dollar on 
every poor minister in his salary, on 
every servant girl in her payment from 
the savings bank, and every soldier in 
the receipt of his pension. All this 
widespread mischief and peril of bank- 
ruptcy in many quarters will inure 
to the pecuniary profit of the rich sil- 
ver mine owners of the West, and to 
speculators in coin everywhere. 
POPULISM IS REVOLUTIONARY 

RADICALISM. 

“But far worse than financial disas- 
ter is the menace to sound government. 
Populism is a Pandora’s box of revolu- 
tionary radicalism. The one tremend- 
ous indictment against Mr. Bryan is 
that he is in sympathy with Popu- 
lism, and finds among his warmest 
supporters such men as Tillman and 
Altgeld and their kind. 

“A western Presbyterian paper eulo- 
gizes him heartily as a Presbyterian 
church-member, of clean, irreproachable 
life and sincere convictions. No doubt 
he is; and so was Stonewall Jackson all 
this and more, too. Yet Stonewall 
Jackson's splendid powers were devoted 
to an effort to destroy our Union and 
to perpetuate chattel slavery. Today 
thousands of the best men of the South, 
with all their. intense admiration of 
Stonewall Jackson’s piety and military 
genius, rejoice that his efforts failed, 
and that secession and slavery never 
triumphed. Mr. Bryan’s private char- 
acter may be unimpeachable, but he is 
proposed for the supreme honor of chief 
magistrate of this republic. He has 
planted himself on a most dangerous 
platform. Some of his public utter- 
ances are radical and revolutionary.

MUSIC THE AIR 


Hair-raising Struggles in the 
Board of Education. 


Last Night’s Meeting Developed 
Some Lurid Language. 


All the Bids to Supply Sloyd Tools 
Ordered Rejected—The Times’ 
Expose of the Situation Creatd 
a Panic. | 


As anticipated in the news article 
printed in The Times yesterday regard- 
ing Sloyd supplies for the school de- 
partment, the Board of Education last 
evening threw out all bids to supply the 
department with manual-training tools, 
and gave the Supply Committee two 
weeks’ time in which to advertise for 
and receive new proposals. 

All day yesterday the Supply Com- 


mittee and other members of the board 


were closeted in the office of Superin- 
tendent Foshay, examining the bids for 
Sloyd tools, planos and typewriters, and 
trying to figure out what method to use 
in escaping from the predicament they 
found themselves in as a result of The 
Times’ announcement of their faulty 
specifications. Some of the directors 
confessed their ignorance of the speci- 
fications, and acknowledged that the 
first intimation of queer“ work in the 
matter had come to them through The 
Times’ exposé of the situation. These 
directors were desirous of probing the 
matter to the bottom, and as a result 
of their efforts all bids were ordered re- 
jected, and the Supply Committee wag 
directed to give every hardware dealer 
in the city an opportunity of knowing 
exactly what Sloyd materials were 
wanted, 

While this much was accomplished, 
the Board of Education rushed through 
last evening the award of a contract to 
Jacob Ntederer for the making of 100 
manual training benches at $8.95 each. 
Under the advertisement calling for 
bids on these benches, the time allowed 
in which to file them expired last Tues- 
day. Secretary Dandy is authority for 
the statement that Niederer’s bid was 
not filed until yesterday. Director 
Grubb, chairman of the Supply Com- 
mittee, last evening, before his col- 
leagues of the committee came into the 
board meeting, presented a report from 
the Supply Committee, signed only by 
himself, recommending that Niederer be 
awarded this contract. In the absence 
of Directors Garland and Fulton this 
recommendation was adopted by the 
board. Niedered is a neighbor of 
Grubb, in the Seventh Ward. 

The entire meeting of the board last 
evening was characterized by displays 
of bad temper, insinuations of Job- 
bery,” lying and bossism,“ and the 
like, the session breaking up in a row, 
with nearly all of the directors on their 
feet, a number voting against the mo- 
tion to adjourn, which was finally al- 
lowed to prevail, after loud protests 
from the indignant minority. The 
“solid six“ that used to dominate the 
board was badly broken up, and the 
men who have in the past controlled af- 
fairs, found their grasp on the situation 
decidedly feeble. 

The settlement of the manual-train- 
ing-supply question woke every one 
up, and was the occasivun for some 
lively bickering, but it was in the dis- 
cussion of the engaging of Mrs. Emma 


Neidig, as a permanent assistant to 


Superintendent Foshay and Secretary 
Dandy, at $100 a month, that lurid lan- 
guage was used and the torridity of the 
atmosphere became well-nigh stifling. 
Mrs. Neidig has been employed for the 
past three weeks by the board, in the 
absence of Prof. Foshay and Mr. 
Dandy, and her services were appre- 
ciated so highly that a few members of 
the board determined to retain her in 
the position. Mr. Foshay coincided in 
the arrangement, having a high opin- 
ion of her abilities, and the proposition 
to make her a permanent official was 
accordingly sprung last evening. 

For fifty minutes the directors argued 
and wrangled and quarreled and fought 
over the proposition, until the gallery 
guffawed its appreciation of the holy 
show“ in bursts of laughter. 

Director Garland declaimed against 
the attempt of Director Pitman to pick 
out all the officials of the school de- 
partment. “Mr. Pitman,” shouted the 
member from the Third Ward, “picked 
out our superintendent. He picked out 
our secretary. He picked out our as- 
sistant superintendent. Now he wants 
to pick out our second assistant. I pro- 
test against this method of springing 
things on us, at short notice. I havea 
candidate for this position, an intelli- 
gent and capable young lady, a grad- 
uate of a college, who would do this 
work for $50 a month. We should look 
after these small items of expense. 
They count up in the long run. I am 
keeping an eye on the economics of this 
department. I know Brother Pitman is 
also, but the result is, disastrous for 
the economics!“ 

Director Kennedy thought that a 
bright young lady could do the clerical 
work in the office for a smaller salary 
than $100, and said that if this sort of 
work was all that was expected of 
Mrs. Neidig, he favored the election of 


a cheaper employé But if it was in 


tended to give her charge of the kinder-

Superintendent Foshay tried in 

genial way to *. oil on the trodbled 
waters by explaining that Mrs. Neidig 
was able to do office work, which only 
an experienced teacher could perform 
and gave statistics to prove that extra 
help was necessary in his offic. Director 
Pitman took a hand in the controversy 
by accusing Dr. Wills, Garland, etc , of 
paying but very little attention to de- 
partment business and then kicking 
when they were asked to vote on mat- 
ters of which they should have been in- 
formed. Then Director Fulton chimed 
in with his melodious Populist voice, 
Director Simonton tried to be heard, 
and President Hale rapped in vain for 
order. Mr. Grubb accused those who 
said the thing was being rushed throuzh 
of not telling the truth, and there was 
at once more music in the air than 
when Prof. P. W. Search used to be a 
bone of contention in the board meet- 


ings. 

The matter was finally disposed of by 
referring it to a special corhmittee to 
investigate as to what work was reces- 
sary to be done, and what sort of a per- 
son could do it. President Hale ap- 
pointed Messrs. Kennedy, Wills and Pit- 
man on this committee, and with this 
appointment, peace again setled down 
over the scene. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
Teachers’ Committee, the following- 
named were elected teachers: R. L. Ash- 
ley, Eugenia L. Hobbs, W. F. Pentland. 
B. W. Reed, Miss Burney Potter and 
Miss Ludema Sayre. Mabel Kimball 
was granted a year’s leave of absence. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
approving $2,113.04 worth of bills, was 
adopted. Upon motion of Director Pit-

man, S. L. Grubb was appointed to take 


care of a horse and wagon, and do work 
for the department at a salary of $30 a 
month.

Before thé board adjourned Director 
Garland asked if it was not necessary 
to meet in special session to award a 
contract to supply the Sloyd tools. He 
received no answer to the question, 
and at once Director Pitman moved to 
adjourn. 

Director Garland held the floor despite 
this motion, and insisted on airing all 
the private proceedings of the Supply 
Committee which had taken place dur- 
ing the day. “I amo curious to know,” 
said he, why these Sloyd spectfica- 
tions were so indefinite and if there re- 
ally is a ‘nigger in the woodpile’” 

Then said Director Pitman in surly 
tones: “If the gentleman wishes to hold 
a meeting of the Supply Committee 
let him call the members together. 
This is not the place for such a discus- 
sion. I move we adjourn.” But Director 
Garland suavely said, “The gentleman 
who is so anxious to adjourn will have 
to bear with me,“ and then proceeded 
to pour hot shot into the men, whom 
he accused of trying to run things in 
the school department in their own sel- 
fish interests: He was interrupted with 
another motion to adjourn, and this 
time the motion prevailed, the meeting 
closing in a row with every member 
of the board on his feet ready for any 
sort of a shindy which might follow as 
an aftermath. 

It is given out by the Supply Com- 
mittee that every hardware merchant 
in town who desires to do so will have 
explained to him just what sort of 
Sloyd tools are wanted, so that full ang 
intelligent bidding may result from 
the delay in the matter. 

WHAT WAS EXPECTED. 

Not only the members of the Supply 
Committee, but all the directors except. 
ing two alone, were closeted during 
most of yesterday in discussing the 
complications of the board. The three 
bids for tools and one for benches only 
were talked over in committee with 
the expressed suspicion of a trick to 
be played on bidders. One bid was 
from a Boston firm of dealers in Sloyd 


tools, offering the required outfit for 


$1633.01; one was from a Los Angeles 
firm offering tools corresponding in 
name and size to the vague specifica- 
tions, for $1575, and the third was 
from another local firm offering the 
same for even $1500. The school direct- 
ors could not agree on any one bidder 
because of a contract they have with 
Harper, Reynolds & Co. to supply dur- 
ing the year all wheelbarrows, crow- 
bars, and other hardware“ required 
for the city schools.

THINGS POSSIBLE AND IMPOSSIBLE. 


One of the stock arguments of the 
silverites is the broad and unqualified 
assertion that “this government is 
great enough and powerful enough to 
establish and maintain a financial pol- 
icy of its own, without the consent of 
any other nation on earth.” Young Mr. 
Bryan parroted this assertion several 
times on his journey from Nebraska to 
New York. It is one of the staples of 
the free-coinage contention, from 
Maine to California, and from the 
Lakes to the Gulf. we 

This so-called “argument” is merel 
a demagogical device to deceive the un- 
thinking. It cunningly appeals to a 
commendable impulse of patriotism, 
and leaps to a conclusion without stat- 
ing the premises upon which it is 
based, or the deductions which lead up 
to it. 

Certainly, the United States is a 
great and powerful nation. It can 
adopt a financial policy of its own, at 
variance with that of all other civilized 
nations, if it so elects. It can change 
its standard of money, or of weights 
and measures, at will. Its Congress 
can pass a law providing that twelve 
inches shall be called a yard, or that 
two quarts shall be called a gallon, or 
that four quarts shall be known as a 
peck, or that two pecks shall be named 
a bushel, or that 371% grains of silver 
shall constitute a dollar. But it cannot 
force any other nation to recognize such 
standards of measurement. Neither 
can it force any of its own citizens to 


part with 100 cents’ worth of property 


for 50 cents, nor to pay 100 cents for 
property 
amount. 

Congress might declare that half a 
bushel of wheat should be a bushel; 
but not all the power of Congress, with 
that of Billy Bryan, Jerry Simpson and 
Altgeld added, could transform half a 
bushel] of wheat into a bushel of the 
present size. 

If we were to call twelve inches a 
yard, one yard would be only one-third 
the length of the world’s yardstick, and 
whether buying or selling, the price of 
a “yard” of cloth measuring only twelve 
inches would be one-third that of a 
full yard of the same goods. 

We might enact a law providing that 
hereafter two and two should make 
five, and that water should flow up- 
hill instead of down. But we could not 
thereby change one of the fundamental 
principles of mathematics, nor alter one 
of the great laws of nature. 

If we were to legislate against the 
laws of nature or the truths of science, 
we should only make ourselves ridicu- 
lous. Should we legislate against the 
recognized customs and the established 
standards of the civilized world, we 
should not only make ourselves ridicu- 
lous, but at the same time we should 
gubject ourselves to great inconvenience 
and loss. There is absolutely no rea- 
gon why we should place ourselves 


'mcross the path of the world’s prog- 


ress; and there is every reason why we 
should not commit ourselves to so stu- 
pendous a folly. 


Did the noisy theorists of the silverite 


faith, who prate so flippantly of the 


©» greatness and power of our country, 
) ever ask themselves what has made us 


@ great nation? If they would so re- 
fect, they would discover that one of 
the chief sources of our development 
and prosperity lies in the fact that we 
have preserved our national honor un- 


tarnished; that we have always paid 


worth only half of that 


good money as any in the world; that 
we have dealt with the world on busi- 
ness principles, and have thereby 
gained the respect and confidence of 
the world; and that for many years 
we have said that every dollar of our 
currency should be as good as gold, and 
have stood ready at any and all times 
to back this declaration with gold, if 


necessary. 


We are a great nation, it is true. But 
with all our greatness we are not yet 
able to make twelve out of twice three, 
nor a whistle out of a pig’s tall. 


YOUNG MR. BRYAN’S TRIP. 


If the managers of young Mr. Bryan 
expect him to secure any considerable 
number of votes on the strength of his 
oratorical abilities, they would do well 
to guard him carefully from all de- 
mands for impromptu speaking. He 
may be capable of making speeches of 
some force when given an opportunity 
to write out his addresses and commit 
them to memory, but as an extempora- 
neous speaker he is a very dismal fail- 
ure, 

Mr. Bryan's trip from his Nebraska 
home to the Atlantic seaboard, where 
he is to deliver a set speech accepting 
the Chicago nomination, was evidently 
planned by his managers with a view to 
dramatic effect, and in the expectation 
that his much-vaunted eloquence would 


make a favorable impressfon upon the 


people all along the route, If such was 
the expectation, those who planned the 
tour must feel sadly disappointed at the 
results. In the several short speeches 
made by Mr. Bryan on the trip, from 
car platforms and improvised rostrums, 
is to be found only a dreary mass of 
platitudes; a paucity of ideas; a par- 
rot-like repetition of trite and mean- 
ingless phrases; an utter absence of 
anything suggestive of eloquent speech, 
deep convictions, or logical arguments. 

Not one of Mr. Bryan's utterances, 
since his well-studied speech before the 
nominating convention, riseg even to 
the level of mediocrity. He is rapidly 
dispelling the glamor with which he 
has been surrounded, and is revealing 
himself as a shallow thinker without 
any wide knowledge of statecraft or 
deep conception of government. 

Quotations from Mr. Bryan’s weak 
drivelings by the wayside, in illustra- 
tion of the foregoing remarks, would 
be superfluous, as the telegraph has al- 
ready given his remarks in full. His 
frequent repetition of such phrases as 
“the great toiling masses,” ‘equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none,” etc., etc., indicate at once a 
poverty of ideas, a flippant familiarity 
with the cant of the demagogue, and 
a lack of deep, sincere convictions on 
questions of transcendent interest and 
importance. 

Young Mr. Bryan and his no doubt 
estimable wife have greatly enjoyed 
the novel trip from Nebraska to New 
York. It has tickled their vanity, and 
Mr. Bryan, in his weak and puerile 
way, has voiced his delight at the dis- 
tinction which has so suddenly been 
thrust upon him. This feeling is per- 
haps natural, in one so young, so in- 
experienced, and so _ susceptible. But 
young Mr. Bryan added nothing to his 
reputation as an orator during the 
journey, 


A RAILROAD VIEW. 


At this juncture in our national at- 
fairs, when everybody is discussing 
the probable effect of free coinage 
upon certain classes of wage-workers, 
the utterances of so prominent a man 
as Hon, Chauncey M. Depew are cer- 
tainly worth something more than 
mere passing notice. On being asked 
how the adoption of a free-silver policy 
would affect the trainmen of the coun- 
try, Mr. Depew promptly replied: 

“It would affect them worse than 
any other laborers. The reason is plain 
and can be easily understood. The 
railroads of this country owe alto- 
gether $6,000,000,000 worth of bonds, 
which are almost all payable in gold. 
If we receive pay for our work in car- 
rying freight and passengers in silver 
we will have to buy gold to pay our 
interest, as gold; of course, will be 
driven out of the country. That will 
compel us to economize in every pos- 
sible direction, unless the public per- 
mits us to charge silver rates or 
double prices. 
we would have to pay the men in 
silver. As the price of gold advanced, 
as it would, steadily and surely em- 
ployés’ wages would be reduced from 
one-third to one-half.” 

The various railroad systems of the 
United States employ a total of 800,000 
men on the trains and in their car- 
shops, and therefore any policy which 
affects them must necessarily affect 
every other interest between the two 
oceans. If they prosper, other classes 
must prosper with them. If disaster 
overtakes them, it must likewise over- 
take all other classes with whom they 
come in contact. 

These railroad employés are men 
that work all the year round, and, 
taken as‘a class, live in better homes 
and dress better than most skilled 
workmen, and should their wages meet 
-with a reduction through the agency 
of free coinage, all nches of trade 
must feel the disast effects of the 
depreciation, soon later. Mr. 
Depew’s sagacious wo are entitled 
to the perusal of all working people.

In its more or less disinterested 
anxiety to come to the assistance of Los 
Angeles, and aid us to “refute a base 
slander,” the self-styled “Monarch of 
the Dailies,” should try to be a little 
careful with its facts.

street from Bush to Hoover streets. This 
last motion will cut off any one from 
purchasing land along Sixteenth street 
which is properly a part of the street, a 
proceeding which it was rumored a con- 
tractor intended consummating last 
week. 

The question of making a few repairs 
upon the City Hall elevator as recom-

The petition of ex-Mayor Workman 
for.an electric street-railway franchise 
from the Plaza to Boyle Heights, as 
published in The Times of Sunday last, 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works. The resignation of C. Lang- 
worthy as elevator boy in the City Hall 
was accepted, and Clyde R. Ebey, who 
has been a substitute for several 
months, was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


City Attorney’s Report on the Main- 
street Paving Job. 


There was an air of somewhat anx- 
ious expectancy on the faces of the 
Councilmen when the clerk, at the be- 
ginning of the afternoon session, an- 
nounced that the report of the City 
Attorney was ready to be acted upon. 
That official was expected to give the 
Council some advice as to what could 
be done with the Main-street paving 
contractors, who do not pave. The 
Councilmen were not disappointed. 
They received advice, and plain advice 
at that. The City Attorney recom- 
mended that the Council annul and can- 
cel the contract between J. T. Long and 
the city, to pave Main street. He pref- 
aced this recommendation with a suc- 
cinct explanation of the entire matter, 
his report reading as follows: 

“At your last meeting you instructed. 
me to advise you as to what can be 
done to have the paving of Main street 
proceeded with. During the past week 
I have been assured by parties inter- 
ested in the contract that a full force 
of men would be put upon the work 
this morning and the work prosecuted 
with due diligence, and that it would 
not be necessary for you to take any 
further measures in the matter. But 
so far as I can learn, there is no work 
being done upon the street today, and 
I am led to believe from repeated fail- 
ures upon the part of the contractor to 
proceed with the work, that no attempt 
to substantially comply with the terms 
of his contract will be made until there 
is a decision of the Supreme Court as to 
the validity of street-improvement 
bonds. 

However much the contractor may 
be disinclined to enter upon a work of 
this magnitude until he is satisfied with 
the validity of the proceedings, he can- 
not expect the city and the people on 
this street to wait until he has a decis- 
ion from the courts. The same uncer- 
tainty existed when he bid upon the 
work as exists now. The people on Main 
street are entitled to relief in this mat- 
ter at once. I would therefore recom- 
mend that you order the contract here- 
tofore entered into between the city and 
John T. Long ‘canceled and annulled 
upon the ground that he has failed to 
comply with its terms and conditions, 
especially that condition which provides 
that the work shall be diligently prose- 
cuted until completion; and that you di- 
rect the Street Superintendent to notify 
Mr. Long that his contract has been 
canceled and that he will not be per- 
mitted upon said street for the purpose 
of doing any further work thereon un- 
der said contract.“ 

Exclamations of approval were heard 
from various members of the Council, 
in view of this advice, and the report 
was about to be adopted when Deputy | 
City Attorney Crutcher intervened. He 
said to the Council that within the 
last hour word had come to him that 
material and men were being sent to 
Main street and that work was to be- 
gin in earnest at once. He therefore 
suggested that the City Attorney’s re- 
port be referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works until tomorrow morning, 
when the Council is to meet in special 
session. At this time it would be 
known whether the paving contractors 
meant business or not and they could 
be dealt with accordingly. This ‘sug- 
gestion met with the approval of the 
Council and the action outlined in the 
suggestion was taken. 

MATTERS OF LAW. 

Other matters referred to the City 
Attorney were reported upon as fol- 
ows: 

“In the matter of the petition of Jen- 
nie M. Brockway, referred to the Land 
Committee and by them to us, I recom- 
mend that the petition be granted and 
an ordinance prepared in accordance 
with the terms thereof.” Adopted. 

“In the matter of the suit of C. A. 
Smith vs. the city, I would recommend 
that a disclaimer be filed, reserving a 
right-of-way herein for zanja No. 1.” 
Adopted. 

“In the matter of the fees of the 
Board of Engineers which you have 
again referred to me, I am of the opin- 
ion that the Board of Engineers are 
entitled to a fee as provided in the or- 
dinance for each regular meeting of 
the board that they attend. The only 
question that is in dispute is the ques- 
tion of whether or not the meetings 
charged for in the demands under con- 
Sideration were regular meetings. The 
minutes of the /board designate them 
as special meetings, but I am informed 
that these were clerical errors on the 
part of the secretary and that these 
meetings were held as regular meet- 
ings under an agreement made between 
the members of the board by reason of 
the great press of business during the 
months following the creation of this 
department. If these meetings were, 

in fact, regular meetings, held pursu- 
ant to the provisions of the ordinance,

GIVEN A NIGHT’S IMPRISONMENT 
Fon CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


Some Testimony in the Yndart-Cor- 
onel Fight for Wealth—Manuel 
Coronel Will Tell All About that 
Forged Instrument.”’ 


The Yndart-Coronel land contest was 
resumed in Judge Shaw’s court at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Photographer Steckel was the first 
witness called by the defense. He pro- 
duced enlarged photographs of the va- 
rious signatures of the contested docu- 
ments; he also exhibited a photograph 
of the enlarged genuine signature of 
A. F. Coronel. These were admitted in 
evidence, as well as the negative plates. 

Peter L. Ducasse testified that he 
was present at the time Mrs. Garfias’s 
deposition was taken, and she ex- 
plained the manner in which the corner 
of the document had been cut off, in an 
examination before Mr. Udell on No- 
vember 30, at which time Mrs. rflas 
made thé statement that the ſhstru- 
ment was folded when cut, but cor- 
rected her statement when her lawyer 
suggested the impossibility of it being 
folded at the time, as evidenced by 
the manner of only one corner of 
the paper being cut off. Ducasse said 
he was present at the time, and acted 
as interpreter for Mrs. Garflas. 

Maj. Bell now jumped to his feet in 
great indignation and asked the witness 
if it was not true that he (Bell) caused 
him to be put out of the room as in- 
terpreter on account of his refusal] to 


ness said he was not put out of the 
room, but another interpreter was 
called on account of Maj. Bell kicking 
at his interpretations; he did not claim 
to be a faultless interpreter. The in- 
terpreter glided out of the witness 
box with the remark that all in- 
terpreters are not good interpreters any 
more than all lawyers are good law- 
vers.“ 2 

Attorney Scott was the next witness 
called by the defense. He testified that 
he had drawn up the instrument mak- 
ing provision for Yndart’s support, 
through which Mrs. Coronel paid $2700 
into the State Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, the latter to hold the funds in 
trust and pay out as stipulated in the 
agreement between Mrs, Coronel, the 
State Loan and Trust Company, and 
Francis Yndart. Mr. Scott said he knew 
the money was paid into the bank, but 
was not permitted to answer the ques- 
tion as to whether any money had been 
paid to Yndart in pursuance of such 
agreement The objection was inter- 
posed by the prosecution and sustained 
by the court. 

Mrs. C. Edgar Smith, the wife of A. 
F. Coronel at the time of his death, 
testified that she had lived in Los 
Angeles for over twenty years; she 
married the deceased in 1873; had 
known Francisco Yndart since some 
time in 1866; she had known him at a 
later date when he attended McLure’s 
Military School in Oakland. He re- 
turned to Los Angeles and was leader 
of a band in this city for some time. 
Subsequently he went to San Fran- 
cisco and from there to Seattle, where 
he remained from 1884 to 1891. 

Mrs. Smith said she learned that 
Yndart was ill and she went to Seattle 
and found him anxious to return; the 
next morning they started for this 
city, returning by rail; he was taken 


to her husband’s home; a short time 


after his arrival he asked her to loan 
him a dollar, as he wished to pur- 
chase some neckwear and was com- 
ing down town to see about securing 
an engagement in the Los Angeles 
Theater. Yndart went down town 
and did not return to their home. 

A few incidents were called out to 
show Yndart’s sanity or competency. 
At one time he had taken the leading 
role in a public opera and had sus- 
tained his part well. A picture of the 
military school at Oakland was ex- 
hibited, showing Yndart upon the 
campus in military uniform. Yndart’s 
counsel objected to the introduction 
of the photograph on the grounds 
that it was so miserably executed it 
would be a libel on the school. Senator 
White appreciated the witticism and 
said he was of the same opinion and 
would not offer it in evidence. 

The photograph showed the outline 


| of a very common-place building; two 


or three figures appeared in the fore- 
grounds, while one of Yndart’s panta- 
loon legs was white and the ,other 
spotted, and his moustache gave evi- 


‘dence of not having quit growing. 


Mrs. Smith was very calm in the 
witness box and answered all ques- 
tions in a quiet, dignified manner. 

The defense having now closed its 
case, the counsel for plaintiff said that 
Manuel F. ‘Coronel was present, but, 
as it lacked but 30 minutes to time for 
court to adjourn, they would. prefer 
not putting the witness on the stand 
before this morning. . 

Judge Shaw said that he desired 
to interview the witness and asked 
him to step into the box. Manuel F. 
Coronel came forward as directed and 
was closely questioned regarding the 
service of the subpoena upon him, and 
his disregard of the court’s order. He 
said he went to Tejunga the first of 
the week, 21 miles distant, and re- 


mained there two and one-half days 
cutting wood, and then returned with 


The City Engineer presented Dis 


it; that he had told Maj.

Coronel was 
now ordered inte the custody of the 
Sheriff, with instructions to bring him 
into court at the designated hour. 

Bell stated that Coronel could 
not read without his glasses, and at 
the suggestion of Senator White and 
Mr. Gage, a messenger was dispatched 
for opalescent optics. | 

Today will witness the close of tes- 
timony in the big contest, and Manuel 
F. Coronel's evidence in the cause will 
be of unusual interest, as he is one 
of the signers of the trust instrument 
and charged with its forgery. In- 
dart’s counsel stated that it would 
require a half day to examine this 
witness, and may consume almost as 
much time in cross-examination.

The Old Water Company Sought to 
Restrain Proceedings, but a De- 
murrer to Its Bill is Sustained.

The opening round of the San Diego 
legal battle, over the issue of $1,500,000 
of water bonds, was fought yesterday 
in the United States Circuit Court and 
the supporters of the bond issue scored 
first blood. A bill had been filed to en- 
join the execution of the proposed con- 
tract with the new water company, and 
certain preliminary proceedings of the 
Council were attacked as illegal. There 
were also sensational charges of bribery 
and corruption. To this bill the city 
officials and other defendants demurred 
on the ground of want of jurisdiction. 
In a long opinion handed down yester- 
day the demurrer was sustained. 

In John P. Jones’s suit against George 
W. Rowley to gain possession of cer- 
tain real estate in Rancho San Vicente, 
Los Angeles county, a stipulation was 
filed that plaintiff should recover the 
land but without costs or damages. 
Judgment was entered accordingly. 

Some time ago Abner T. Bowen sued 
the Needles National Bank to recover 
an alleged indebtedness of $25,850, Sub- 
sequently the bank went into liquida- 
tion and Daniel Murphy was appointed 
receiver. He then asked leave to file 
an intervening petition in Bowen’s suit.

WASHINGTON OD. C.,) Aug. 1.— 
The only people who should support 
Bryan on the Pacific Coast are the 
Chinese and they have no votes. The 
Democratic-Populist silver candidate 
for the Presidericy Was not ih Congress 
soon enough to aid the Chinese at the 
beginning of California’s fight for self- 
preservation, but he did his utmost 
when he did get to Congress. On Jan- 
uary 13, 1894 he presented a petition 
strongly favoring the repeal of all Chi- 
nese expulsion or restriction laws, 
which was referred to the Immigra- 
tion Committee and there smothered.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


INFLUENCE OF THE BICYCLE ON 


TRADE. In the history of commerce 
there are few more remarkable hap- 
penings than the influence which has 
been exerted by the bicycle during the 
past few years. The introduction of 
steam as a motive power was, perhaps, 
of more world-wide importance, but 
the change was a gradual one, and did 
not show its effects so rapidly as the 
bicycle has done. In a recent issue, the 
San Francisco Examiner published the 
results of an investigation 
throughout the country as to the ex- 
tent to which other trades suffer in a 
vear through the general introduction 
of bicycle-riding. 

The rapidity with which the wheel 
has come into general use is, indeed, 
remarkable. Five years ago less than 
60,000 bicycles were made and sold in 
the United States, whereas this year it 
is estimated that 500,000 wheels would 
be marketed in the United States alone, 
representing the immense sum of $66,- 
000,000, most of which is diverted from 
the ordinary channels of trade. The 
diversion of this large sum doubtless 
accounts in some measure for tke dull- 
ness of trade that has been complained 
of during the past year. 

Of course, the first line of business to 
feel the pinch is the horse trade. Many 
eastern dealers estimate that their busi- 
ness has fallen off 50 per cent. during 
the past year. Carriages are also a 
drug in the market and many saddlery 
firms have scarcely anything to do. 
The same is true to a great extent of 
men who deal in hay in the large cities. 
Then comes the merchant tailors, who 
estimate that their business has dimin- 
ished fully 25 per cent., bicycle clothes 
having largely taken the place of the 
Sunday suits previously worn. 

Another branch of trade that has 
been seriously hit is that of cigars and 
smoking tobacco. People cannot smoke 
comfortably on a wheel, and it is esti- 
mated that the consumption of cigars is 
decreasing at the rate of 1,000,000 a day, 
while the decrease since the bicycle 
craze reached its present height aver- 
ages no less than 700,000,000 a year. 

Among the tradesmen who have suf- 
fered most severely by the growing pop- 
ularity of the bicycle are the jewelers. 
Many of these have been forced to take 
up the sale of bicycles in self-defense, 
and manufacturers have added to the 
manufacture of watch wheels that of 
bicycle wheels. There is no doubt that 
a large share of the $70,000,000 that goes 
into bicycles this year does so at the 
expense of the watch and jewelry trade. 
A man or woman with the price of a 
good watch or a bicycle will, in nine 
cases out of ten, buy the latter, if it is 
a question of only one or the other. 

Then, again, there is the dry-goods 
trade, which has fallen off, in some 
cases, 20 per cent., owing to the bicycle 
boom. At least, that is the opinion of 
a writer in the Dry Goods Economist. 
The bicycle and the shirt waist have 
doubtless reduced the dry-goods trade 


to at least that extent during the past 


years.

POISONOUS JAMS AND JELLIES 
The press of San Francisco continues 
to ventilate the subject of the adul- 
teration of jams and jellies, which ap- 
pears to be carried on at an alarming 
rate. The fraud is not confined to tin 
packages, but even glasses 
“pure home-made current jelly.” 5 — 
are said to contain apple jelly fla vored 
with currants and colored red with 
poisonous analine dye. The California 
Fruit Grower thinks that one of the 
means of combating these frauds would 
be for consumers to insist on being 
served with goods bearing well-known 
That journal says: 
How are consumers to lea 4 
and by whom these frauds reel . 
committed? They read in the daily 
press about what the Board of Health 
and Chemist Wenzell find in tin and 
lass put up as pure fruit jelly. and 
they naturally suppose that those who 
are engaged in the canning business 
are guilty of these crimies. As a safe-

guard people should not purchase or 
use any jellies or jams except such 
as bear the label of some reputable 
and well-known packer, .accompanied 
with a positive guarantee of the con- 
tents of the package. Jellies and jams 
are largely used by children, and the 
makers of jelly-cake and jelly-rolls. 
By a late decision of the Supreme 
Court of New York, the vendor of 
canned food products cannot be held 
responsible for any damage resulting 
from the use of the contents of a sealed 
can. The implied contract of a seller 
will not hold good; it must be an ex- 
pressed contract. Hence, we. would 
suggest that purchasers of canned food 
products should demand from their 
grocer a guarantee as to quality and 
condition until the law compels’ the 
manufacturer or packer to place upon 
the outside of the tumbler, jar or can 
his positive guarantee as to the con- 
tents of the package. It is hard enough 
on purchasers who pay good money 
for svurious trash without subjecting 
them to the necessity of employing 
medical treatment besides in order to 
escape death or ruined health as the 
result of eating it.” |

GARRATT’S FRIENDS SURPRISED 
AT EVIDENCE OF GUILT. 


A Young Boy Missing and Supposed 

to Be in the Bay—An Appropria- 
tion for the Harbor—Ministers 
Fighting Liquor. 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 10.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) J. E. Garratt, the En- 
senada bank robber, who was charged 
With stealing a $12,500 gold brick from 
M. Riveroll & Co., in March, 1895, and 


trying to get his booty from the hiding 
place, is well known in this city. Gar- 
ratt is a plausible talking chap. He 
had excited much sympathy. among ac- 
dquaintances in this city by his version 
of the abuses from the Mexicans while 
in the Ensenada jail for sixteen months 
on suspicion of robbing Riveroll. Since 
his release from jail several weeks ago 
Garratt paid many bills owed by him 
in this city and took out naturalization 
papers at the County Courthouse. He 
Was looked upon as a much abused 
man. His rearrest on Sunday dispels 
the illusion of his innocenge and brands 
him as being a particularly picable 
wretch, because he has stood calmly. by 
and seen M. Riveroll and other respect- 
able citizens falsely charged and perse- 
cuted because of his (Garratt’s crime. 
It is believed that Garratt will now re- 
| celve a severe sentence from the Mexi- 
Can authorities and that practically it 
will be a life matter before he is again 
a free man, unless he escapes. Pratt, 
who was suspected of being an ac- 
complice of Garratt, was in San Fran- 
cisco at the time of Garratt’s capture 
and he is not thought to be guilty of 
having a hand in the robbery. :

WILL HELP THE COAST. 


SYNDICATE HAS LEASED THE TE- 
HUANTEPEC ISTHMUS LINE. 


Ten Million Dollars Will Be Ex- 
pended on Salina Cruz Harwor. 
A Line of Vessels to San Fran- 
cisco Will Be Established. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says information has 
just been received which is of the 
greatest interest to that city and to the 
Pacific Coast, from its relation to the 
problems of freight and transportation. 
An English syndicate, at the head of 
which is Sir Wheetman Parson, Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Colchester, has 
just concluded a lease with the Mexi- 
can government of the Tehuantepec 
Isthmus Railway. The terms of the 
lease include an agreement of the syn- 
dicate’s part to finish the works al- 
ready advanced for the improvement 
of the harbor of Coatzecoalcos, the At- 
lantic terminus of the road, and to con- 
struct the harbor works at Salina Cruz, 
the Pacific terminus, which were in- 
cluded in the original maps, but which 
the Mexican government has been so 
far unable to execute. 

The road itself will be greatly im- 
proved and put in the condition of a 
first-class line. A line of ships plying 
between Salina Cruz and San Fran- 
cisco will be put on and will deliver 
freight to the many lines plying in the 
Gulf of Mexico. A determined effort 
will be made to secure the freight and 
low-priced passenger traffic of San 
Francisco. 

On the other side of the isthmus it is 
expected to get the bulk of the English 
fine freight, such as dry goods, which 
now come by steamship to New Or- 
leans and by rail to San Francisco. 

That the syndicate means business is 
shown by the fact that it intends to 
spend large amounts in harbor improve- 
ments. On the gulf side the Mexican 
government has constructed jetties sim- 
ilar to those at the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi by which the entrance to the 
Coatzecoalcos River is gradually be- 
ing deepened so as to admit the largest 
ocean-going vessels. Compdratively 
little will be required to complete these 
works. The syndicate’s contract calls 
for the expenditure of about $150,000. 

On the Pacific side the port of Salina 


Cruz is nothing but an open roadstead. 


There was an iron pier extending to 
twenty-seven feet of water, but the 
storm in which the Colima went down 
destroyed it, and all freight has to be 
lightered, often under unfavorable con- 
ditions. The character of the coast 
and bay is such that a very fine, com- 
modious harbor can be created arti- 
ficially, but the expense will be great. 

The syndicate has undertaken this 
expense, and expects to spend $10,000,- 
000 to build breakwaters, wharves, 
docks and warehouses. This is 


even more than the original designs, 


made when the railroad was completed, 
called for. But the understanding is 
that the works to be created shall make 
this the finest harbor on the Pacific 
Coast, outside of San Francisco. 

Just what concessions the syndicate 
gets in return for these expenditures is 
not known, but it is not believed that 
they are unfavorable to the Mexican 
government, which built and owns the 
road and has been operating it since 
its completion, because President Diaz 
has steadfastly refused offers to lease 
it from various corporations. He was 
not given sufficient assurances that it
